The want of a something which might occupy 
but a small space in the collector's pocket, and 
at the same time supply the most necessary in- 
formation for his guidance, induced the compiler 
to arrange these sheets. 

He is fully aware of many excellent works al- 
ready extant on the same subject, which, although 
generally correct, and composed with great judg- 
ment, yet, from their bulk, are almost if not to- 
tally useless to the collector in his walks ; " to 
furnish a portable and useful manual, which may 
assist in the choice of classical books/' is the 
compiler's wish, and if he has succeeded " in any

tolerable degree/' the knowledge of having faci- 
litated the aquisition of those grand and immor- 
tal monuments of human learning — the ancient 
Greek and Roman authors — will most amply re- 
pay him for the labour necessarily bestowed on 
the present attempt. 

No exertion has been spared to render these 
lists, in every respect, as accurate as possible ; 
yet, after all, they are very far from perfection* 
To awaken the attention, short notices, apposite 
to the subject, have been interspersed here and 
there, "any lengthened bibliographical detail " 
being superfluous, whilst reference can be made  
to Fabricius, Dibdin, Harwood, &c.

"with several others, are chiefly original. In Mr* 
Dibdin's first Essay on the Classics,* a very im- 
perfect account of the Editiones Principes is sub- 
joined; and inMaittaire's Stephanorum Historia,f 
the works of this illustrious family are classed 
and specified, but in a manner scarcely intel- 
ligible ;• of the Authors cum Notis Variorum, in 
octavo, not only the ancient; but, in many in- 
stances, the best modern edition is given ; and 
in order to render this treatise of more general 
utility, a list of editions, universally acknow- 
ledged as the best (Editiones Optimee) of the 
principal classical authors is added, by this 
ineans, many editions indispensible to the stu- 
dent, especially those of a recent date, are intro- 
duced, which otherwise must have been omitted.

Where an edition has been counterfeited, the 
surest criteria to distinguish the true from the 
spurious are supplied. 

On perusal, the compiler fears that errors and 
tautology will be too often detected ; for both he 
begs to apologize, relying on the kind indulgence 
of the reader ,who will duly consider the difficulties 
which naturally arise in an investigation like the 
present, particularly the contradictory opinions 
of various writers; and also bear in mind that, 
" inter diversas opiniones priorum, et auasdam 
inter se contrarias difficilis esset electio." 

To guard against misconstructions, it may be 
as well to observe, that this mince is by no means 
intended to interfere with the works previously 
alluded to ; on the contrary, all title to personal 
merit is avowedly disclaimed, which rightfully 
belongs to those authors from whose productions 
the principal part of these sheets has. been ex- 
tracted : to borrow and not acknowledge the

* I scholar must despise. ; indeed! the compiler cannot 
but confess the essential assistance he has de- 
nied from the authors of many bibliographical 
treatises, both foreign and domestic, particularly 
to M .

The nature and intentions of this list (Editiones 
Optima) haying been previously explained, it re- 
remains now only to observe, that in the illustra- 
tions the compiler has preferred citing Fabricius, 
Ernesti, Harwood, Clarke, and Dibdin^ rather 
than his own observations, inasmuch as their judg- 
ment and singular erudition qualifying them for 
the office of critics, he conceived their opinions • 
would be preferred to his own, unsupported by 
literary fame ; in so doing he has necessarily levied - 
a heavy contribution on the productions of these 
eminent scholars, particularly the latter, who, he 
feels confident, will pardon the theft (if, indeed, 
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no softer epithet can be found), bearing in n 
his object — the public good. 

Having thus brought a work to a conclus 
which, although comparatively small, has o< 
pied the compiler a considerable time, and < 
him many hours of labour: he has but one n 
remark to offer, which is, that during the re 
ing bestowed on, and preparatory to the ] 
sent publication, a vast portion of materials 
been amassed, which will form a volume or 
enlarged plan (hitherto but partially known), 
culated to diffuse the knowledge, not only of 
rare and valuable, but also of the later editi 
of the Greek and Roman classics, as of t] 
translations, illustrations, &c. which, in the e\ 
of a liberal support being afforded to this pu 
cation, will be shortly put into the print 
hands.
